This claim, for an unstated amount, against the .Government of Cdba,
under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended,
was opened by the Commission, on behalf of a stockholder of Tropical Gas

4‘§ompany, Inc. based upon certain losses which may have been sustained as a
“Tesult of actions by the Government of Cuba since January 1, 1959.

Under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949
[78 Stat. 1110 (1964), 22 U.s.C. §§1643-1643k (1964); as amended, 79 Stat.
988 (1965)], the Commission is given jurisdiction over claims of nationals
of the United States against the Government of Cuba. Section 503(a) ‘of the
~Act provides that the Commission shall receive and determine in accordance'
vwith applicable substantive law, including 1nternationa1 law, the amount andf
Validity of claims by nationals of the Unitel States against the Government_
of Cuba arising since January 1, 1959 for

losses resultlng from the nationalization, expropri-
ation, intervention or other taking of, or special
‘measures. d1rected against, property including any

arising as a result ofasuch nationaltiation,has been,continuouslyiowned
thereafter in whole or-inlpart hy a nationairéf the ﬁnited States to the

States, filed C1a1m No. CU-3018 and petltloned the Commission to be allowed

to-act as agent for its consentlng United States nat10na1 stockholders.

This pet1t10n was granted by the Commission.

The submissions of Trop1ca1 Gas Co., Inc. included a list of 886
stockholders who so consented at a meeting of Apr11 27, 1967, Claims for

. Since it has not been established thatjthqéclaimant herein owned
;terests in property which was nationalize}_d, g&cpropriated or otherwise
taken by the Government of Cuba on the date-oféioss, the Commissién finds
that this claim is not within the purview of szle V of the Act. Accordingly,
it‘is w
 ORDERED that this claim be and it is hereby dismissed.
